B lake Harrison is best known for 
playing the loveably goofy Neil 
Sutherland in BAFTA-winning 
E4 comedy The Inbetweeners , 
and for his unforgettable dance moves in 
the subsequent film (which, incidentally, 
were filmed in south London’s notorious 
Infernos nightclub on Clapham High 
Street). But when we meet for our 
exclusive shoot at the John the Unicom 
pub in Peckham, not too far from the 
estate where he himself grew up, there’s 
lots more to talk about. Not least of 
which is his role as DS Spencer Gibbs in 
ITV’s Prime Suspect 1973 , the hotly 
awaited prequel to the original Prime 
Suspect show starring Helen Mirren. 
Jokingly, he promises that we can expect 
‘a majestic moustache, all self-grown, 
complete with side bums, and beautifully 
blow-dried hair.’ 

Despite the fact that Harrison is keen to 
move away from being typecast as dumb 
(the exception being his role as Private 
Pike in the Dad s Army remake - because 
when else would you get to work with 
Michael Gambon, Bill Nighy and Tom 
Courtenay?) his sense of humour is very 
much present as he poses upside down on 
the Unicorn’s shabby chic furniture. 

On a more serious note, he tells me, 
Gibbs is a multi-faceted character. ‘He’s 


an intelligent guy, but he’s a bit hot¬ 
headed,’ he explains. ‘As far as he’s 
concerned, the end justifies the means. 
He’ll go to extreme lengths to get his 
man.’ But despite the fact that he takes his 
job very seriously, Gibbs is still human. A 
fan of Marc Bolan and Bowie, he has a 
rather dubious fashion sense involving 
frilly red shirts and snakeskin boots. ‘He’s 
a bit of a peacock and fancies himself as a 
ladies man,’ laughs Harrison. ‘He 
definitely has a wit and a playfulness 
about him. I think humour was a huge part 
of the social dynamics in the forces back 
then - but like a lot of the men of that era 
who were brought up in the rougher parts 
of London, there’s still a real steel to him.’ 

The show succeeds in fully immersing 
the viewer into 1970s Hackney, with 
costume, soundtrack, and characterisation 
utterly on point. The flagrant sexism and 
class divides played out in the forces is 
something that also strikes me from the 
very first episode. Stefanie Martini’s 
character, 22-year-old Jane Tennison, has 
the double bind of being both a WPC 
(woman police constable) in what was still 
a man’s world and an upper class girl from 
Maida Vale to boot, and so much of this is 
centred around her. Harrison notes that 
misogyny is played out in the script much 
more so than the class aspect. ‘There’s a

sense of it just being the norm back then,’ 
he says. ‘It’s not played on the nose, but 
it’s there in the subtle things - when a 
junkie throws up in the cells, it’s one of 
the female officers that cleans it up.’ 

Speaking of the past, I wonder, does 
Harrison - who moved to Kent after the 
runaway success of The Inbetweeners , 
and now has a three-year-old daughter 
himself - harbour much nostalgia for his 
own childhood here in Peckham? ‘Not 
really,’ he laughs honestly. ‘As much as 
Peckham is changing, when I was a kid 
it represented a kind of anxiety to me. I 
didn’t have too many friends and I didn’t 
totally fit in because I wanted to sing and 
dance,’ he admits. ‘Growing up in 
Peckham and New Cross in the Nineties, 
I felt like I had to be quite vigilant. My 
mum grew up in Brockley and my dad 
grew up in Deptford and little things stay 
with you - it was always like, don’t be 
an easy target. Don’t leave that there, 
someone might nick it. 

‘Having said that, driving past the 
Toys R Us on the Old Kent Road, you 
think about when you’ve had a birthday 
and you’ve saved a bit of 
money to get a computer 
game or a Power Ranger or 
whatever - and it does fill 
you with a little bit of 
fondness and nostalgia. 

I’ve got a brother four 
years younger and he’s got 
a real fondness for 
Peckham. But he was 
tougher than me, and he 
was very good at football - 
so he had all the attributes 


he needed to get by and be cool - 
whereas jazz hands didn’t go down too 
well on the estate.’ 

Harrison had always wanted to break 
into showbiz, and can’t even remember 
the first time he said he wanted to act. 
Starting out at a performing arts group 
on Wednesday evenings in Brockley, he 
went on to the prestigious Sylvia 
Young’s and then studied at the Brit 
School. ‘I didn’t really waiver with it,’ 
he says. ‘Looking back, I think fortune 
was on my side, because I think it’s 
tougher coming from my kind of 
background. You thank your lucky stars 
even more when your parents have no 
links to the industry.’ 

Although he has always been drawn 
to comedy, and grew up with Robin 
Williams, Waynes World and Ace 
Ventura , he is not averse to playing more 
Machiavellian roles - and what he 
aspires to most now is variety. ‘The 
success of The Inbetweeners has put me 
in a position where I can choose where 
my career is going to go next - rather 
than just whoever will pay me,’ he says. 

‘A lot of people go to work and it’s 
the same every day. It’s exciting working 
with new people and getting your teeth 
into characters that are different from 
what you’ve done before. I was a 
massive comic book geek as a kid and a 
huge Buffy fan, so I’d like to tick 
something like that off the list - but 
ultimately, as long as I’m playing a mix 
of characters, I’ll be happy.’

I need to get something off my chest 


I t is done. My mother’s cottage is sold, it took a 
year and we got a lot less than we ever 
imagined. To be honest I was bewildered. 

I couldn’t understand why a four bedroom 
character property with a garage, two shower units 
and a bathroom would take 12 months to flog, not 
when it was on the market for £350,000 - and then I 
went into the estate agents. 

If you have ever bought property in London and

My mother was flummoxed. I was furious (of 
course, it’s my natural state), because to us they 
weren’t just pieces of furniture, these were the 
drawers that had contained my father’s red and 
white spotted handkerchiefs, his shirts and countless 
navy blue jumpers.

Meet the community bringing new life to the Old 
Union Yard Arches on Southwark's Union Street

C hange is afoot in SE1. For too 
long has the South Bank 
reigned supreme. Now, thanks 
to the regeneration of Flat Iron 
Square and the Old Union Yard Arches, 
it’s time for the southerly Bankside to 
shine. Already home to such attractions 
as Borough Market, Shakespeare’s Globe 
and the Tate Modem, the changes are set 
to cement its position as one of London’s 
hottest spots for a day out. 


It’s a place where the arts sit 
alongside artisan food. But as one of the 
oldest settlements in Britain, it seems 
only right that newcomers should remain 
true to the history of the south east 
Londoners that reside there. Balancing 
change and investment with authenticity 
is a precarious task, but after meeting 
with five of the residents, I would argue 
that they have struck a considered 
balance between old and new. 
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Treading 
the boards 


The Old Union Theatre is headed up by 
Sasha Regan and her partner Neil 
Moors. Regan set up the fringe theatre 
back in 1998, in an old warehouse 
across the road. Now, she is excited to 
have taken over a larger space, and will 
continue to nurture affordable off-West 
End theatre. 

‘We get people on their own, retired 
people, couples and kids coming in - it’s 
a safe, warm environment. Everyone’s 
welcome,’ she says. Every Sunday, the 
youth theatre ushers in kids from the 
local area, who build their confidence in 
singing, dancing, improvisation and 
television workshops. At the time of 
writing, they’re working on Seussical 
the Musical. 

There’s no dearth of variety, with 
a Psychic Night in the diary with 
medium Nikki Kitt on 2 April and a 
show called HONK! set to dazzle the 
kids over the Easter holidays. Written 
by Britain’s prolific musical theatre 
duo Stiles and Drewe, it’s running until 
22 April.

(pronounced match-eh-lyo - ‘butcher’ 
in Italian) boasts an on-site, open 
butchery, bakery and dining theatre, the 
result being that lucky diners are fully 
immersed in the experience of Italian 
cuisine.

‘We source everything from Italy,’ 
says founder Roberto Costa. ‘Lots of 
the produce is from a region called the 
Langhe in Piedmont, famous for its 
white truffles.

The oil is from 
Tuscany, the vinegar from Modena, and 
the pasta from his hometown, Genoa. 

‘We want to be ambassadors for our 
country. Every single product has an 
amazing person or story behind it,’ he 
enthuses. Costa himself returns often - 
he was in Italy three days before our 
shoot to meet with the people running 
the farms. His own favourite dishes on 
the menu include rib eye on the bone 
and the latte dolce fritto - which, he 
says, reminds him of his childhood.

Adjacent to the Old Union Theatre is 
the Over the Road cafe, run by 
Southwark resident Ian Groombridge. 
Having been attached to the theatre for 
over 18 years, Groombridge works 
closely with the thespian side of things, 
and has even been known to step in to 
help out with the odd production. 

It’s not your average chain coffee 
shop, and the space harks back to a 
bygone era. ‘I would describe us as old 
school,’ laughs Groombridge. ‘This 
sort of place would have been the 
norm back when things weren’t 
so expensive. 

‘These days, this is a desirable part 
of London - which is great, and change 
is good - but we also want to try and 
keep the soul of the place.’ It’s a quest 
that’s close to Groombridge’s heart. 
‘I’ve got a very strong affiliation to the 
area,’ he admits. ‘It’s where I’m from. 
My grandparents were dockers. I’m 
flying the flag for Southwark, but from 
Chaucer all the way through to 
Shakespeare, we’ve always been lucky 
with our residents. We’ll have them - 
we’ll call them ours,’ he jokes. 

Now there’s food for thought... 
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Flying Fantastic specialise in aerial 
fitness, and are making waves in London 
with their fresh take infused with circus 
skills, tricks and acrobatics. They started 
out in Battersea, and also offer classes in 
Wimbledon and Farringdon, but the 
arches have provided a truly fantastic 
height and space for them to extend their 
offering to south east Londoners. When I 
catch up with co-founder Edel Wigan, I 
am amazed at the variety of weird and 
wonderful aerial classes they offer. 
‘There’s hoops, silks, trapeze, straps, 
ropes and aerial yoga,’ she lists. ‘We do 
plenty of skills-based classes teaching 
tricks and drops, but we also do a range 
of shorter, more intense conditioning 
classes that use the equipment for 
building up strength.’ 

Flying Fantastic are keen to include 
anyone and everyone, and have sought to 
make aerial fitness more accessible. They 
also run kids classes, and even mum and 
baby classes. ‘They’re slightly chaotic, 
but it’s great fun,’ she says. 

It’s a whole body workout which 
leaves you lean and strong. According to 
Wigan, beginners are usually amazed at 
what they can already achieve when they 
first come to the mat. ‘We love that 
moment of - “I can’t believe I’ve just 
done that!”’ she says. ‘It’s hard, but 
you’ll be amazed at what you can do.’

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Budding TALENT 

Marking our outdoors special\ we take a closer look at Installation Artist 
Rebecca Louise Law and her unique take on the natural world

W ere you always destined 
to be an artist? 

My family background 
is a combination of 

artists and gardeners going back over six 
generations, so I suppose my art practice 
was destiny. I was brought up in a small 
village seven miles north of Cambridge, 
living in a thatched cottage with three 
older brothers and a younger sister. We 
had a huge garden that backed onto 
hundreds of fields, a river and a National 
Trust Estate, where my father was Head 
Gardener. There were no boundaries. My 
childhood was full of play, where 
building dens and climbing trees were a 
part of daily life. 

My family had always either worked 
with the land or documented it. My 
Aunt, Uncle and Grandma were artists 
who took their inspiration from nature. 
They always inspired me to draw and 
paint. I can’t remember life without art. 
My father and mother always 
encouraged my siblings and I to enjoy 
everything that the earth provides. They 
taught us how to be resourceful and use 
the land around us. Their love for nature 
is still inspirational - seeing the world 
through their eyes opened up the natural 
world to me. 

How did that evolve into you becoming 
an Installation Artist? 

I loved recording nature - at art school I 
created large seascapes and intense floral 
paintings. Depicting the natural world 
through my eyes became an obsession. 
With every 2 D artwork I worked hard to 
capture the essence of nature and what I 
had experienced as a child. Each work 



felt like a crude imitation and never as 
sublime as nature itself, so I started 
experimenting with other materials, 
breaking away from the canvas. By 2003 
I swapped my paints for flowers, and 
using a natural object to depict the 
natural world felt right. 1 had no fear in 
what I wanted to create in a space and 
sculpting with flowers seemed to come 
naturally. I’ve had my parents’ constant 
support and encouragement throughout. 
With their knowledge I have been able to 
take risks with how I use the natural 
material, allowing my art to progress 
without fear. 

Is there an overriding theme behind 
your work? 

The theme revolves around the viewer’s 
experience of nature without the 
constraints of time. Every installation I 
create is intended to last and I have spent 
years experimenting in preservation. 


I like the idea of being transported to a 
space that is suspended in time. 

How does your work evolve, and is this 
an exciting process for you as an artist? 

The process of sculpting with an 
ephemeral material has had continual 
challenges and I’ve really enjoyed the 
ongoing process. Working with flowers 
is expensive and every installation has 
value, each piece is used to discover new 
properties within the art practice. 

Whether it’s a different flower, technique 
or space each new artwork is a new 
discovery. In the beginning, I had a lot of 
waste and trials, but today every flower 
is saved and preserved. The longevity of 
each work is progressing and it’s 
exciting to see how reliable the flower 
can be as a sculptural material. 

Why the focus on the iris? 

I wanted to use a flower that was 
common to marshlands. When I looked 
at creating an artwork on Greenwich 
Peninsula I was fascinated by the history 
of the land and how it was utilised in the 
past. The wetlands and marshland are 
still represented along the Thames 
Pathway and Ecology Park, but I wanted 
to bring nature into the hub of the 
concrete metropolis. 

What do you hope people will take 
away from the exhibition? 

I hope that the viewer will have a 
moment to get lost in nature.

W e all like to put much-loved 

possessions on display in our homes - 
photographs and pictures, maybe 
antiques and family heirlooms - but 
Tunde Shoderu has gone one step further. 

To the side of the large open plan kitchen and 
living area in his four bedroom converted church 
hall in East Greenwich, you can find his car, housed 
in a purpose-built glass ‘garage’. And it’s not just 
any car. It’s a 1963 series one E-type Jag convertible 
3 . 8 . ‘It’s actually not as OTT as you may think,’ he 
insists. ‘The hall has a set of double doors that lead 
from the street straight into the main room, so when 
I bought the car back in 2002 it made sense to keep 
it here rather than shut it away gathering dust in a 
remote garage somewhere. 

‘As I was still finishing work on the 
building I decided to create an open 
show space for it. The E-type is an 
iconic sports car, so it would be a shame 
if no-one could see it,’ adds Shoderu. 

And the shiny red Jaguar is only one 
of many wow factors in his stunning 
split-level home. There’s an impressive 
hardwood spiral staircase, which 
Shoderu had handmade and then 
shipped from Spain. ‘When I moved in 
there was just a conventional staircase at 
the end of the room and I wanted make 
statement,’ he explains. 

Upstairs there’s a mezzanine chill out 
area and glass-lined walkways lead to 
the bedrooms, all of which have 
specially made dark zebrawood doors. 

In addition to the en-suite bathrooms, 
there’s a master bathroom downstairs 
with a huge Jacuzzi bath clad in 
limestone by Greenwich-based 
Stone Interiors.

While the walls are all painted white, Shoderu 
also likes to add splashes of bright colour, so in the 
kitchen he opted for a large island made up of shiny 
yellow units, with red wall panels. 

It’s all a stark contrast to how Marlborough Hall 
looked when Shoderu first clapped eyes on it nearly 
two decades ago when he was living in a flat in 
nearby Blackheath. The hall, which was built in 
1895 , had previously been used as a furniture 
warehouse and it wasn’t in a great state of repair. 
No-one was interested in buying it - but Shoderu 
saw the potential. 

T have never been your average two up, two 
down kind of person and I just thought it was a 
great space, although it was very 
basic,’ Shoderu recalls. ‘There was 
just a tiny toilet and cloakroom in 
one comer, and a little kitchen 
in another.’ 

After getting permission for 
change of use from commercial to 
residential, Shoderu started work 
turning it into a home, whilst retaining many 
original features, such as the large arched windows, 
which run along the front and side of the hall. For 
many years he lived in a building site. ‘It was very 
much a labour of love,’ he smiles. 

He then furnished the former church hall with a 
mix of new, antique and mid-century furniture

sourced from shops and markets in London, Paris 
and New York. ‘I love trawling around looking for 
stuff whenever I go anywhere, although some things 
have also come from Greenwich Auctions just 
across the road. It’s an absolute treasure trove.’ 

You’d think that after all the years of hard work 
Shoderu would maybe now want to relax and enjoy 
the fruits of his labour, but he’s already on to his 
next project, this time in the US. 

He has recently bought land in Miami’s new 
Design District, where he plans to build a 
contemporary home from shipping containers, and 
he is going to rent out his Greenwich home for a 
while so he can be on site. 

And, just in case you were were wondering, yes, 
the car is staying put for now. ‘But sorry, you only 
get to look at it, not drive it!’ he adds.

As the monkfish is cooked on 
the bone it benefits from a few 
minutes resting. This will allow 
the residual heat to complete 
the cooking process. 


M onkfish is a wonderfully 
meaty fish with a fine 
texture and sweet flavour. At 
Hand Made Food we source 
our monkfish through Kemowsashimi on 
the south west coast. They supply fish 
sustainably caught by a collective of small 
boats using static gear and lines. Every 
fish can be traced back to a specific boat, 
be it Julie Girl, Silver Queen or Lady 
Hamilton. Avoid at all cost 
monkfish that has been caught 
by trawlers as they cause 
terrible damage to the seabed. 

Monkfish is an easy fish 
to prepare for cooking as 
there are no fiddly bones to 
worry about. You just need to 
ask your fishmonger to remove 
the skin, membranes and fins. 1 
like to cook monkfish on the bone, as 
it helps to keep the flesh moist and imparts 
a lot of flavour. You can either cook the 
tail whole, or cut it across the bone into

steaks as I have done for this dish. 


To ensure a golden crust on your 
monkfish steaks make sure the flesh is 
dry, otherwise it will stew in its own 
juices rather than fry in the hot oil. 
Preheat a non-stick pan, add a drizzle of 
rapeseed oil and carefully lay the fish 
into the pan, letting it fall away from 
you. Press down firmly with a fish slice 
then cook undisturbed for four minutes 
until the flesh turns golden. Don’t touch 
it or in any way fiddle with it. Let it form 
a crust. Now turn the fish over, turn the 
heat to low and cook for a few more 
minutes until cooked through. Your fish 
will be golden brown and moist.

Simmer until 
slightly thickened, remove from the heat and whisk in 
the butter a small piece at a time to make a smooth 
sauce. Add the lemon zest and capers and a 
squeeze of lemon juice. Season to taste.

C hapter One, in 

Locksbottom, justly 
gets a lot of press 
attention thanks to its 
exemplary fine dining menu 
and awards recognition - but 
its Blackheath sibling deserves 
just as much attention. 

I am clearly not alone 
thinking this, as on the night 
my wife and 1 visited there was 
a lovely buzz to the place, busy but not too 
loud, and the service was top notch all night. 
The menu may not be as flamboyant as 
Chapter One, but there’s plenty on it to keep 
the meat eater (me) and vegetarian (the wife) 
more than happy. 

After a couple of drinks at the bar, we 
were eager to get eating and started with 
grilled chorizo with toasted sourdough, and 
caesar salad. My chorizo wasn’t what I 
expected, coming in a spicy sauce, but it was 
a pleasant surprise. The main part of the dish 
was devoured instantly, but I wasn’t too 
enamoured with the aioli and fennel salad, 
which didn’t add much. The caesar salad, on

alongside the aged parmesan 
and grated egg. 

Mains, however, saw tables 
turned with my dish proving to 
be absolutely superb. The slow 
roast pork belly was generous 
in size and cooked 
wonderfully, with the crackling in 
particular spot on. Served with mash, kale 
and a sweet apple puree, it was a dish I 
could eat twice over. Karen’s vegetarian 
burger - a mix of chickpeas, mushroom 
and spinach - was beautifully presented, 
but just a little too filling to finish off.

Will you qualify for a £1 million 
inheritance tax exemption? 


I n 2015, the Conservative party announced 
that it would 'take the family home out of 
tax by increasing the effective Inheritance 
Tax threshold for married couples and civil 
partners to £1 million'. 

This was achieved through the Residence Nil 
Rate Band, to be introduced from 6 April. When 
it is combined with the standard transferable nil 
rate band of £650,000, it will mean that by April 
2020, the total of all inheritance tax exemptions 
will amount to up to £1 million for married 
couples or those in a civil partnership, or 
£500,000 per person. The key provisions of the 
Residence Nil Rate Band are as follows: 

• The allowance will go up incrementally from 
April 2017 until April 2020. It will start at £100,000 
and then increase each tax year by £25,000, 
until it reaches £175,000 in 2020. It will increase 
in line with the Consumer Prices Index from 
2021/22. 


• To qualify for the Residence Nil Rate Band, 
there needs to be a residential property in the 
estate, which the deceased lived in at some 
time in their lives. The deceased's estate also 
needs to have been left to lineal descendants 
i.e. children and grandchildren. Step-children 
are also included in this definition. 

• The Residence Nil Rate Band is fully 
transferable between married couples and 
those in a civil partnership. 

• If your Will includes a Discretionary Trust, 
it is likely that your estate will not qualify for 
the Residence Nil Rate Band and you 
should consider seeing a solicitor for this 
to be addressed. 

• Taper relief will be applied so that estates 
over a certain amount will not receive the 
benefit from the new exemption. 

At present, it has been set at £2.35 million for 
tax year 2020/2021. 

• If the deceased downsized, or went into 



residential care before they died, the 
exemption should still be available for their 
estate, even though the house has been sold. 

It is more important than ever to review your 
affairs and make sure your estate can take 
advantage of all inheritance tax exemptions 
that are available and, if necessary, engage in 
some estate planning to help. This way, you 
can ensure your chosen beneficiaries will 
receive as much as possible of your hard- 
earned wealth as possible.

A ward-winning yoga studio 
Yogarise was founded by 
Peckham couple Emma and 
Sean Hitzelberger. The 
welcoming space that they have created 
is renowned for its solid community 
vibe. Misty the dog is regularly to be 
seen scampering around, and cups of 
warming herbal tea flow freely amidst a 
comfy chill-out area scattered with 
magazines and mindful colouring books. 

‘We offer a range of classes and 
workshops with some of London’s top 
teachers, at affordable prices, every day 
of the week,’ says Emma Hitzelberger. 
‘Studio 1 is open-plan with grey vinyl 
floors and chipboard walls, whereas the 
new Studio 2 has a more intimate feel.’ 
You’ll also find Yogarise up on the 
Bussey Building rooftop from June to 
September, and Hitzelberger runs regular 
workshops at Sweaty Betty in East 
Dulwich, where she is an ambassador. 
‘We host two community classes per 
week, with profits going to different 
charities,’ she adds. She’s keen to 
support emerging artists and designers 
by exhibiting their work, too. 

There’s classes for pregnancy yoga, 
and complete beginners are catered for. 
‘Yoga is non-judgmental,’ says 
Hitzelberger. ‘It’s not about whether your 
neighbour can touch his toes. It’s a 



personal practice, just you and your mat, 
with the teacher there to guide you.’ 

For more seasoned yogis, there’s 
dynamic vinyasa, hatha, energetic rocket 
yoga and the relaxing, slower-paced yin 
style with meditation. When I dropped in 
on a Monday morning, I trialled 
Dynamic Vinyasa Flow with Brixton 
teacher Erin Prichard, who has been 
teaching for over 11 years and also runs 
retreats further afield. It was hard work 


physically, accompanied by a decent 
dose of philosophy - my session was 
focussed on the idea of detachment and 
letting go - and I left the studio feeling a 
million times better for it. Prichard 
herself is a real fan of the Bussey 
Building. ‘There’s a real mix of people 
from different backgrounds and of 
different ages coming together,’ she says. 
‘The whole point of yoga is union, and 
in London, which can be so isolating, it’s 
really special to have that.’ For 
Prichard, the asana - the physical 
practise - is only a small part of it. 
As she and Hitzelberger affirm, 
life is for living.

Does it really matter if your child is schooled 
in a mixed classroom or not?

hen selecting the right 
school, one of the first 
questions for parents to 
consider is whether their 
children would benefit from a 
co-educational or single sex education. 
Often tempered by their own experiences, 
this is a topic that can be difficult to 
answer. Of course, there is no right or 
wrong answer, only what is right for your 
child at each particular stage in these 
formative years. Here are a few elements 
to consider when trying to understand 
what might be best for your children. 

Advocates of single sex education 
will argue that allowing children to learn 
in an environment away from the 
distractions of the opposite sex allows 
for a greater focus on their academic 
education and, therefore, is more likely 
to achieve better exam results. Tony 


Little, the former Headmaster of Eton 
College, argued that single sex education 
allowed pupils to ‘be themselves’, 
extending their childhood until they 
reached the bigger, wider world. Away 
from the opposite sex, children can go 
through those all-important years without 
worrying as much about appearance or 
asking that obvious question in class. 

Others will argue that it’s important 
for children to be in a co-educational 
school, as the real world and working 
life is co-educational. Schools should be 
preparing children for adult life and we 
all need to understand and celebrate our 
differences in order to succeed in the 
future. There are many arguments which 
show that a co-educational school gives 
children the opportunity to develop 
friendships and understand the 
differences within a safe environment. 


Some single sex schools have adapted 
to meet this need and introduced 
co-education for sixth form. This can work 
particularly well for some students, 
especially if they have been in a single sex 
environment throughout their schooling. 
This flexible structure highlights an 
important aspect of the decision making 
process, you don’t need to pick one type 
of school all the way through. Your child 
might flourish in a single sex prep school 
only to go on and enjoy the co-ed 
environment of secondary school and, of 
course, vice versa. 

Recent research suggests that girls in 
single sex schools are more likely to 
achieve better GCSE grades and 
continue into higher education than those 
in a mixed school. Whilst other reports 
suggest boys perform better in a 
co-educational environment. However, 
for every report suggesting that one 
group performs better than the other, 
there’s another to counter the argument. 

It’s clear that there is no right answer. 
Rather than trying to weigh up the 
general academic scores, it’s better to 
understand what works for your child 
and in what environment they would be 
most likely to flourish. Each independent 
school is unique and choosing between 
co-educational and single sex education 
is just one part of the decision-making 
process. The right school for your child 
might surprise you!

How a soon to be launched charity looks to give every pupil a 
chance to succeed, whatever personal challenges face them

D on’t judge a book by its cover. 
It’s a saying that springs 
instantly to mind when 
listening to a story from the 
Founder of MyBigCareer, Deborah 
Streatfield. ‘I met a young man at a time 
when he was a part of a gang that was 
running an estate and he was very rarely 
at school,’ she recounts. ‘When I first 
spoke to him, he just blew me away with 
his intelligence.’ With the right support 
and encouragement, said young man 
went on to earn top exam marks and find 
himself heading off to Durham 
University. ‘He recently graduated and 
has now got a full-time job in the City,’ 
Streatfield adds. 

It’s an amazing story that also 
impressed education expert Sue Laidlaw, 
Founder and Senior Partner of Laidlaw 
Education. ‘It got me thinking,’ Laidlaw 
says. ‘There are a whole host of charities 
out there, and they are all important, but 
none of them helped to sponsor a child 
in the UK. It happens overseas, but it 
does not happen here.’ 

Well it does now, as Streatfield and 
Laidlaw have joined forces to launch 


Sponsorstars to address child poverty. 

It’s easy to ignore the issue, especially 
when we write about luxury in London 
on a monthly basis, but it isn’t a small 
problem: there are currently 3.9 million 
children growing up in poverty in this 
country, and the capital isn’t immune. 

‘I have met students who are hungry, or 
going to school and having to share a 
uniform,’ Streatfield says. ‘One student 
said to me that his poverty is mirrored in 
the glass of Canary Wharf. A lot of their 
parents are in jobs, but on zero hours, 
and there’s just nothing left for food at 
times. It breaks my heart to see it.’ 

Their charity will look to donations of 
a minimum of £10 per month over a 
year, where sponsors can assist young 
people from 14-18 with educational 
needs who are in deprivation. ‘It’s a time 
when they are making their choices,’ 
Streatfield explains about the age focus. 
‘The money will be held in Trust at the 
relevant school. They will know the 
sponsored children, but the children 
themselves won’t have to shout about it. 
If they then can’t afford a school jumper, 
the school will help organise that. ’ 


‘We are not asking for very much, 
but it will all make a huge difference,’ 
Laidlaw adds. ‘It will just lift their 
spirits hugely.’ 

The response, so far, has been 
exceptional - ‘One person said it was 
groundbreaking,’ Laidlaw smiles - and 
already there are some big names 
attached to Sponsorstars. Aled Jones and 
Claire Jones are Patrons, and Trustees 
include names that span the fields of 
media, PR and education. Now they are 
looking for people to start donating and 
offering much needed financial 
assistance, with the plan to properly roll 
out the charity later this year in 
September - and, who knows, perhaps 
you will be the person who helps to 
uncover the next educational superstar.

The benefit of 
HINDSIGHT 

Five things I would have done differently... Akwasi Duodu of 
Sterling & Law recounts a story that’s familiar to many 



I was speaking to 
a gentleman in 
his late 50s this 
week, and the 
subject of what he 
would have done 
differently in his 
youth came up. It 
made for a very 
interesting conversation. While he had 
no regrets, he did say that if life gave 
him a restart button, he would have gone 
back and done things differently. 
Thinking I’d be young forever 
‘I genuinely thought things would stay as 
they were forever when I was in my 
early 20s. My idea of planning for the 
future was preparing for the weekend! 

I’d get paid on Friday and be broke by 
Monday. I got into a cycle of never 
having enough money - so much so that 
I would borrow from my family just to 
get through the week. On payday, I’d 
have to pay everyone back and be 
broke again.’ 

Being pretentious 

‘In my later 20s, when I started earning 
more money, I wanted everyone to think 
I was doing better than I was. So I 
dressed beyond my means and insisted 
on buying everyone drinks when out 
with friends. Secretly, I was broke, 
although it looked like I was doing well 
outwardly. When credit cards became 
accessible to the masses, I was one of the 
first in line and amassed a collection of 
them. I had one of those foldable wallets 
that opened out to reveal an assortment 
of plastic. This was considered super 
cool back in the 80s. And I used every 
one of them!’ 

Starting everything too late 

‘I had my wake-up call in my early 30s 
when one of my good friends invited me 
to his house warming party. I was still 
renting at the time, but he had bought a

very nice house in London. Impressed as 
I was, I was puzzled as to how he had 
done it, because I knew he earned no 
more than I did. Popping outside with 
him for a chat, he told me how he’d 
sacrificed to save for a deposit, how he 
stayed away from debt and how property 
was such a good investment. I was green 
with envy and this made me take a close 
look at my own circumstances.’ 

Not taking advice 
‘I was now desperate to get onto the 
property ladder. I should have taken 
advice, but was too clever for that. A 
financial adviser would have advised me 
to get out of debt first before plunging into 
purchasing property. But I wanted it all 
now, and bought my first flat in the early 
90s whilst still in significant debt. 


Consequently, my unscrupulous lender 
didn’t give me the best mortgage deal, and 
when interest rates spiked, they were 
unaccommodating and my repayments 
unsustainable. I had no choice but to accept 
the major humiliation of repossession.’ 
Thinking pensions were for old people 
‘Things settled down for me in my late 
30s; I finally got out of debt and purchased 
a property. Most importantly, I got 
married, and this was the catalyst to a 
brighter future. My wife is naturally 
excellent with money and I follow her 
lead. I can still be extravagant, but now 
have a pension (which I started too late), 
life insurance and a decent strategy for 
saving. If ony I had been a little more 
sensible earlier in life! Our biggest 
challenge is passing these lessons on to 
our children. My son especially thinks he’s 
going to be young forever and lives for 
the weekends. I wonder where he gets 
that from... ’
